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Thank you for your recent letter concerning ray attempt 
to convince Attorney General Levi to reopen the inves- 
tigation of the death of Dr. Martin Luther King. 

I am enclosing a copy of the press release I issued 
on this question. As to your specific inquiries--I 
was speaking for myself, but I am sure most, if not 
all, of the members of the Black Caucus would support 
my position. I support H. Res. 204, which provides for 
a Congressional investigation. In fact, I am a co-spon- 
sor of this legislation, but I would also like to see 
the Federal Government initiate an inquiry. For reasons 
delineated in the enclosed press release, I believe 
that the faith of the American people in the integrity 
of government would be strengthened by a fair, exhaus- 
tive Justice Department investigation of the assassina- 
tion . 

I am pleased that your group is taking an interest in 
the King assassination, and I would appreciate your 
letting me know what kind of response you receive from 
members of Congress on this issue. 
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
